iii mind and at all times strive to 
approach it. 
in forming his ideal 
the breeder should be guided by a 
standard 
of excellence. 
Tile score 
cards in use have Ibeen form ulated 
largely from a study of tho relation 
of form to function, but these are 
not infallible since it vis n o t a l ­ 
ways possible to judge a cow’s pro­ 
ductive ability merely by her exter­ 
nal appearance. 
A better standard 
should include also 
the production 
ability based on actual records. 
briefly, the standard of excell­ 
ence should 
include 
am ong other 
considerations, the following points: 
'Size. 
Large size in relation to age 
is desirable. 
In this day of demand 
for exceptionally large 
milk 
and 
butter records, the large cows of a 
breed have Hie better chance, pro­ 
viding they havens arket tendency 
to convert their feed into milk and 
butterfat, as they have the g reater 
capacitv for feed. 
Quality. 
The decree of fineness 
in the development of bones and

hide is important in determining the 
sale price of the animal, but it is 
a mistake to carry the process of 
breeding for refinement so far that 
a strong constitution is sacrificed.

The cost of keeping 
a cow includes many items of ex­ 
pense, the two largest being th e 
cost of feed and labor.

Hog lots should 
never be located n e a r public roads 
if (his can be avoided. 
All newly

Alter tm o u tb re a k of hog cholera 
tho yards and p e n s should bo th o r­ 
oughly cleaned, all dead hogs should 
’be collected and 
burned, and lime 
scattered freely 
over tho ground. 
The sheds and 
h o g houses should 
ho washed th o ro u g h ly with tho so­ 
lution of erose! 
before now stock 
is brought on th o place. 
Feeding 
troughs that have been used by sick 
pigs should be b u rn e d if made of 
wood, but if thin is not practicable 
they should die* scrubbed dean and

fleece which ofte.i 
is 
regarded as a n incumbrance to the 
fastening sheep or lamb. 
The Illi­ 
nois Experiment 
Station 
m a d e a 
study of the advisability of s h e a r ­ 
ing early as compared with s h e a r ­ 
ing late by feeding six lots of lam bs 
three lots of which were shorn e a r ­ 
ly and the o t h e r three lots 
were 
shorn late, a lm o s t at the close of 
th e feeding period. 
The following 
table shows th e feed consumed, the 
gain and yield of wool per lam b: 
With the exception of the differ­ 
ences between L o ts 3 and 6, t h e r e 
was little difference in total gains 
between the 
e a rly and the 
late 
shorn lambs.

lambs to circulate freely.

large shed each individual has an 
opportunity to m ove over the whole 
shed space and thus keep w a rm e r 
than if confined 
to 
a small pen. 
Then, too, since each lot was p e n ­ 
ned by itself t h e Iambs could not 
gather close t o g e th e r in large n u m ­ 
bers. 
While l a m b s do not " b u n c o 
u p " as pigs do 
in order to keep 
warm, yet w estern lambs stay p r e t ­ 
ty close together if given an opp o r­ 
tunity. 
It is a m atter of specula­ 
tion as to how m u c h gain the earlv- 
shorn lambs w o u ld have made 
if

Different Conditions Prevail. 
Iii summing

he decides to s h e a r early. 
Shearing m id Dipping. 
Should Hie l a m b s when purchas­ 
ed be badly in fe ste d with ticks and 
the weather too cold to permit of 
their being dipped without danger 
of [serious i n j u r y , 
it jis the best 
policy to shear, 
providing shelter 
is available. Sh o u ld they have 
an 
unusual q u a n tity of burs or other 
vegetable m a te r i a l s in their wool, 
it is often a d v isa b le to sheer them 
as early as possible in order to keen 
these materials fr o m irritating and I 
penetrating the skin, thus forming j 
pus pockets in t h e flesh,, which ar-* 
almost sure to c a u s e the carcasses to 
be condemned. 
There are 
fe e d e rs 
who believe, 
that, as a rule, a s in the case of 
this experiment, late shearing will 
secure the m o s t 
favorable results. 
Believing that l a r g e gains in weight 
will result a fter shearing, they plan 
to shear two or t h r e e weeks before 
marketing, but n o t until about the 
first of June, a f t e r which there is 
little likelihood 
o f cold, backward 
weather. 
F u r th e r m o r e , whet wool 
is high in price, th e extra weight of 
wool secured fro m late shearing is 
an immense a d v a n ta g e . 
When it \

“ From the n a tu re of things it is 
impossible for the commission even 
to possess an opinion on the rights 
and wrongs which have creat' d tins 
situation 
The Germans state ilat- 
ly that the people of Belgium are 
normally dependent on the impor­ 
tation of foodstuffs for five-sixths 
of their subsistence; that the Ger­ 
mans have not tho slightest objec­ 
tion to the Belgians or anyone else 
importing the overseas supply and 
that there is no obligation upon them 
J to feed Hie civil population which 
'could, through 
the normal course 
of trade, obtain 
subsistence. 
The 
allies, on the other hand, contend 
that a free port for the importation 
of foodstuffs into Belgium 
would 
practically amount to 
an interpote 
for food supplies for the Belgians. 
“ Wo are meeting 
with no 
ob­ 
struction from the military authori­ 
ties of Belgium in the prosecution 
of our work. 
Not one loaf of bread 
or one spoonful of salt that we have 
introduced has been taken by the 
military. 
The most stringent ord­ 
ers have been given that we shall 
have no interference and our menu 
hers meet with respect and 
assist­ 
ance in all quarters. 
“There are considerable quanti­ 
ties of vegetables available in cer­ 
tain districts. 
In some 
localities 
there is still a supply of cereals for 
two or three weeks but in certain 
other localities th e re has been no 
bread available for over 
a 
fort­ 
night. 
Every soul will be depend­ 
ent upon us for bread within thirty 
days. 
“So far our efforts have neces­ 
sarily been devoted to provisioning 
the larger centers. 
It requires or­ 
g a n z a 'ion and patience to be able 
to penetrate the outlying towns and 
villages. 
It will be difficult for the 
people of the United States to com­ 
prehend the difficulties which we 
meet within purely executive matters 
in the elaborutaion of this 
work. 
The clock absolutely stopped in Bel- 
gum. 
An industrial country which 
was dependent on th e overseas be­ 
fore, is now walled up, with seventy 
p< r cent of the people idle.

are no telegraphs, telephones, rail­ 
ways or postoffices except for mili­ 
tary purposes.
